DUTIES OF PARENTS AND 


CHILDREN 


The Most Reverend Dr. Gilmartin, Arch- 
hishop of Tuam, in his Lenten Pastoral, 
speaks at length on the duties of parents to 
their children and of mistresses to their 
domestic servants. Parents, he said, were 
bound to bring up their children in ‘the 
discipline and correction of the Lord," and 
were they living up to this command when 
thev allowed them into the occasions: of sin; 
when they allowed them out at night, not 
knowing where or with whom they were 
going: when they allowed the children, even 
while in their teens, to frequent dance-halls, 
to read low periodicals or trashy novelettes, 
to attend pictures caleulated to glorify vice, 
and to neglect their daily prayers and reli- 
gious duties. He criticised parents also for 
setting a bad example, for indulging and 
petting their children too much, for correct- 
ing their children by brutal punishment, 
which often confirmed them in obstinacy and 
ill-will, instead of by salutary and moderate 
pumishment. “The best school,” said the 
Archbishop, quoting Cardinal Manning, “is 
a good home.’’ 

Another urgent work of charity might be 
exercised in the case of young girls going 
abroad Jt had been forced on him to believe 
that many of them, who were untrained, 
went abroad in answer to advertisements, 
without inquiry or consultation with the 
priests or Catholic agencies, and as a result 
they often were obliged to take situations 
for which they were unfitted, situations in 
undesirable places. Such foolish girls, he 
added, run terrible risks to soul and body. 
He urged parents, priests and, to a certain 
extent. the State to co-operate in checking 
what already was an alarming and growing 
evil. 


DANGEROUS COMPANY 
KEEPING 


As fathers and mothers are responsible for 
their sons and daughters, added the Arch- 
bishop, so masters and mistresses are respon- 
sible for the young persons in their employ- 
ment. Not only were they bound to give 
them.fair wages—wages that really ought to 
keep them from going abroad—but thev 
should make provisions that would help to 
keep them from the occasions of sin. He 
urged a greater kindness to domestic servants 
in general, that they should be "fgg with 
some home comforts, a good fire on winter 
evenings, a few books and papers, and some 
kindly advice as to the dangers of ‘‘ company- 
keeping’’ and of going to low dances. A 
complement to this charity would be the 
establishment in towns of clubs where girls 
could meet for innocent recreation and amuse- 
ment. 

Speaking of penance, the Archbishop said 
that fasting in moderation was a salutary 
form of penance, because, while not injurious 
to health, it curbed and punished one of 
man’s most unruly appetites. Far from 
injuring health, moderate fasting often was 
found to be a benefit, excess in eating and 
drinking being a prolific source of bodily 
ailments. The craze for amusements was one 
of the recognised evils of the times. Hence, 
a suitable penance would he a measure cf 
restraint in the pursuit of pleasure. He was 
glad to know that it was the accepted tradi- 
tion of his diocese that there should be no 
dances during Advent or Lent, but at other 
times, he added, dances might be a prolific 
source of sin and degradation. :

Catholic babies are not free from the at- 
tention of proselytising agents and “institu- 
tions. Our Diocesan Orphanage Society, in 
undertaking to provide for these babies, has 
shouldered a burden that is proving too 
heavy for it, and each year its expenditure is 
far in excess of its income. 


EDUCATIONAL 


DIFFICULTIES 


For our Catholic boys and girls the 
dangers to their faith arise from attendance 
at non-Catholic schools, whether they are 
schools in which some form of Protestantism 
is taught, or what is called neutral schools, 
from which all forms of religion are ex- 
cluded. These dangers exist in secondary 
schools and commercial colleges as well as 
in the elementary schools. Catholics hold 
that religious and secular education cannot 
be divorced, no matter what the age of the 
child. This is not the view of the Ministry 
of Education of Northern Ireland. For our 
growing boys and girls the dangers for their 
faith peculiar to their age come from bad 
literature, bad pictures and bad companions. 
To counteract the evil we have a Good 
Literature Movement, which has met with 
considerable success here for the last two 
years, since the Catholic Truth Society was 
organised on a diocesan basis. Among our 
young men and women one of the most fruit- 
ful causes of leakage from the faith is mixed 
marriages. 


THE BIGGEST DANGER 


The greatest enemy of the Christian faith 
all over the world to-day is Communism—an 
anti-God and anti-Christian movement. 
Between Communism and Catholicity there 
can be no compromise. If Europe falls a 
prey to its hordes, can Ireland hope to 
escape? Prayer and good example are the 
most potent means to induce a sympathetic 
attitude towards the faith in those among 
whom we live. If we live as children of 
God, if in the spirit of genuine Christian 
charity we love our fellow-citizens as 
brothers, we shall do much to remove that 
ignorance and prejudice which are such 
stumbling blocks to non-Catholics. Let our 
prayers ascend to God for the conversion not 
merely of individuals, but of communities.

OPPOSITION FROM 

- COMMUNISM 
The Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, in the course 


of his Pastoral, states that Catholics were 
shocked when they read of the massacre cf 
bishops, priests and religious brothers and 
nuns and of the destruction of churches in 
Spain. But a moderate knowledge of history 
would satisfy them that there was no reason 
for despair, for losing hope and confidence 
in the cause of God. The Bible and secular 
history contained many records of war against 
God: His ministers and His sacred temples, 
Psalm 2 described a meeting of the princes 
of the earth, with their vain challenge to 
God and to His Christ. 
Besides the everlasting hostility of unbelief 
of separated sects and of secret societies, 
present-day opposition to the Church came 
from Communism; from the refusal of the 
Church to allow the religion of Christ to be 
transformed into a national and racial creed ; 
from the defenders of modern laxity and 
immoralism. Communism in particular tried 
to create a prejudice against the Church bv 
falsely representing its own purpose as purely 
economical, as a medium for the relief of 
the poor and the down-trodden; and then by 
accusing the Church in condemning Com- 
munism of favouring the rich and opposing 
the emancipation of the poor. 

It was well for them then to ask: “ Where 
does the Church stand in relation to present- 
day world conditions?’’ The Church stood 
where St. Paul stood; but outside her own 
members she faced a very materialistic world. 
The materialistic interpretation of the uni- 
verse, as they had seen, had penetrated 
widely even among Christian bodies, and it 
had been left to the Pope alone and the 
Catholic Church to condemn the materialistic 
dactrine of Communism; to proclaim to the 
world against Communism the fundamental 
doctrines of Christianity. The Church pro- 
claimed to-day, as St. Paul did, the great 
truths of the existence of God one in nature 
and three in persons. 


THE CHURCH AND THE 
POOR 


How could the law of te Commandments 
be regarded as an obstacle to the betterment: 
of the lot of the masses. In poverty, patience 
was commended in imitation of Christ; but, 
at the same time, the sufferer would he 
encouraged and induced, if he had the capa- 
city, to strive and secure a better position 
for himself in the world. The priests of the 
Church would be happier and would be 
spared many worries if every family and 
individual in the parishes had abundant 
means. The Church appealed on behalf cf 
the unemployed and the poor generally. But 
the administration of the goods of nations 
was not the business of the Church. Under 
democratic rule, responsibility rested with 
the Government chosen by the electors. If the 
masses had just complaints, the governments 
and the electors must bear the responsibility. 
It was needless to say that there was nothing 
in the ministerial doctrine or actions of the 
Church which could keep the poor in servility 
or prevent anvone from striving to better his 
condition in the world, It was not religion 
that was the opium of the masses: materialis- 
fic Communism, more justly, should be called 
the opium of the people, because, having 
eliminated the distinction of classes and 
brought all to the same low level, it would 
leave no possibility of improvement even to 
the greatest talent and business capacity. 
Owing to the prevalence of influenza, he 
dispensed in the Lenten law of fast and 
abstinence with the reservation that Wednes- 
days, as well as Fridays, would be meatless 
days, 

They were entering on Lent under the 
shadow of great sorrow and anxiety at the 
daily accounts of the sufferings and the un- 
certainty of the life of the Holy Father the 
Pope. “God will provide for His Church. 
but, under God, the world owes a tribute of 
admiration and thankfulness to the great 
Pontiff, who, in a very troubled period as 
ruler and teacher, had ruled the Church firmly 
and wisely, and had called attention to and 
condemned the irreligion of the day. . . .

LOW MARRIAGE RATE 


That dance halls should be shunned, and 
that those in charge of them should show a 
proper Christian spirit by closing them 
entirely during the penitential days of Lent, 
was an exhortation of the Most Rev. Dr.

He deplored the low marriage rate and 
consequent low birth rate in this country, 
and said that these were due in some degree 
to the lack of strict attention to the dictates 
of the Christian virtue of prudence. Un- 
fortinately, he said, with young people 
especially, the dictates of the Christian virtte 
of prudence were often ignored, with 
disastrous consequences for their spiritual and 
temporal welfare. 

Was it not deplorable in the last degree 
to see young people still in their ‘teens driven 
by their own sinful folly and its consequences 
into an often loveless and utterly improvident 
marriage that could but lead to a life of 
bitter recriminations and unhappiness? 

Prudence, too, might be carried to such 
excess by parents and guardians as to cease 
to be a virtae And in the case of those who, 
though called to the married state, persist 
in postponing marriage from very inadequate 
motives until it was too late, and they 
found themselves condemned to a life of en- 
forced celibacy that is good neither for them- 
selves nor for their country. 

In many cases this unhappy frustration of 
a natural right was due to the unreasonable 
opposition of parents, who, for their own 
selfish ends, opposed or unduly delayed the 
marriage of their sons or daughters. 
Certdinly, this was not an _ exercise of 
Christian prudence, for it left out of account 
the natural rights of their children’ to 
marriage, or subordinates it to the caprices 
or prejudices of parents, or to an exaggerated 
solicitude for the material interests of the 
family. To this cause, in some degree, at 
least, they owed the abnormally low 
marriage rate and consequent low birth rate 
that prevailed in our country, and con- 
stituted a grave social problem for our 
nation. 


EMIGRATION TO BRITAIN 


Speaking of the rising stream of emigration 
of young girls to Great Britain, he said that 
it was strange to find this wholesale emigra- 
tion being promoted so freely to a land that 
had already its full share of the scourge 
of unemployment, and disquieting to reflect 
on its possible consequences to these inex- 
perienced emigrants. 

This question of the exodus of so many 
of their country girls to Great Britain was 
but one aspect of a wider social problem, 
more acute in other countries than in our 
own. It was the problem of depopulation of 
rural areas caused by the flight to the towns 
and cities. It was the phenomenon of over- 
urbanisation, already visible in many 
countries and just beginning to be perceptible 
in ours. All sociologists, and Catholic 
sociologists especially, recognised in. this 
over-concentration in cities a social evil of 
the first magnitude. Where it occurred it 
meant that the equilibrium of society was 
seriously disturbed, that the social structure 
was becoming top-heavy. 

A numerous, virile and contented rurgl 
population was the solid foundation on 
which the lighter superstructure of urban life 
could securely rest, Its decay meant that 
the social fabric was being sapped to the 
base, as the history of» nations from the 
distant days of the Roman State so amply 
confirmed. A happy rural population, in close 
touch with nature and mother earth, was the 
copious well-spring whence a nation could 
draw its most precious wealth—the vital 
stream of vigorous youth which, more than 
any system of eugenics, moral or immoral. 
would sustain the physical and moral 
stamina of its citizens. So clearly was this 
recognised in countries where the evil of rural 
depopulation had reached alarming propor- 
tions that a strong back-to-the-land move 
ment was regarded as a pressing necessity. 


CASE FOR EDUCATION 


With us things had not. come to that pass. 
But it was not too soon to recognise that im 
our better-balanced distribution of popula- 
tion between town and country we possessed 
an advantage that many nations might envy 
us. Nor could public authority or social 
initiative work for a worthier end than to 
promote the well-being of our rural folk and 
enable them to live a decent human life on 
their farmsteads. 

But it was a case for education, too—for 
the social education of our youthful Fe 
trurists. They could learn to take an honest 
pride in their noble professions—the oldest, 
most fundamental, most necessary. of human 
occupations. They could realise that town 
life was not necessary even for pleasure, 
much less for happiness. 

They might rest assured that in such a life 
as theirs, in constant contact with mother 
earth and attuned to the calm rhythm of 
nature, true happiness and enjoyment were 
more likely to be found than in the frenzied 
pursuit of new thrills and sensations, in the 
epileptic lurchings of negroid dances or the 
crazy cacophonies of jazz.

RED PROPAGANDISTS’ 


ACTIVITIES 


The Most Rev. Dr. O’Kane,; Bishop 
of Derry, in his Lenten Pastoral, made re- 
ference to the civil war in Spain, and to 
the activities of Red propagandists in Ire- 
land. 

‘‘A few months ago,” he said, “a large 
sum of money was collected in our churches 
and sent to the Cardinal Primate of Spain 
for aid to the distressed Catholics there, 
but since then active propaganda has been 
carried on in our midst to confuse the issue 
in the Spanish war. We have a group in 
our midst who are making every effort to 
draw off the sympathy of the people from 
the Insurgent forces and the Spanish 
Church, and they and their emissaries are 
busy wherever young men gather in politi- 
cal meetings; at least if the politics are 
advanced enough to permit a Communist 
flavour to be added to the deliberations. 

“ These propagandists profess to be Irish 
patriots. In their eyes it is, British gold 
or sympathy wih Britain which corrupta; 
Russian gold carries no taint of Moscow 
policy, no discredit.’’ 

Referring to the British Labour Party, 
the Bishop declared :—‘‘ The British Labour 
Party evidently regard Communism to »be 
good enough to be supported in a Catholic 
country, but at all costs to be kept out of 


Britain. Hatred of the Church and sup- 
port of every element that could injure her 


ig clearly the motive that inspires this 
policy.” i 

The Bishop continued: ‘‘ Oppression of the 
Church is not confined to Spain, In Germany 
it takes a different. form, for public worship 
and the profession of the Catholic religion 
is still permitted, but a more insidious attack, 
and more dangerous, is made upon it. Here, 
as everywhere, the effort is to get hold of 
the youth: if they can be corrupted, or even 
rendered indifferent to religion, the object 
which is aimed at is achieved. In Germany 
certain associations known as Youth Move- 
ments are established by the Government, 
and in these all the youth have to be en- 
rolled.

“The Church’s doctrine, her purpose and 
her claims are bound at.some stage or another 
of a nation’s history to challenge coytradic- 
tion and to be met by resistance.

THE BISHOP OF RAPHOE 


The Bishop of Raphoe, in the course of 
his Lenten Pastoral, says:—‘‘The trend of 
events should arouse us to a sense of the 
danger, and make us cherish all the more the 
Christian heritage that is ours and preserve 
untarnished the religious traits cf our Trish 
character. One does not feel that there is 
any need for alarm about Ireland, as thero 
are encouraging signs of a vigorous religious 
spirit. But in these days of so-called popular 
ironta one needs to know who is who and to 
scrutinise credentials very closely. The Red 
menace is the most formidable that Christian 
Eurone has to face at the moment. . 
Communism presents us with a new 
philosophy of life... . It feeds on violence 
and bloodshed, on organised famine and 
forced convict labour, and pushes forward 
with an intensive will towards world con- 
quest. The Holy Father’s words of solemn 
warning and paternal advice should be 
heeded by all Governments and peoples; for 
the hideous features of the Kingdom of Anti- 
christ are already more than dimly visible.” 

The Bishop of Raphoe refers to the

DANGERS OF EMIGRATION 


Referring to the large numbers of young 
people of both sexes ‘‘attracted by the 
favourable opportunities of employment 
across the Channel,” the Bishop of Raphoe 
says:—‘‘ We had grown accustomed to the 
emigration to America, where Irish youth 
were always welcome. ‘That, however, has 
ceased, for reasons which are well known, 
Many of us were of opinion that the cessa- 
tion might give rise to a problem for our 


congests, but things have turned out 
differently. For the time being, the problem 
would appear to have solved itself in the 


outflow to England, but the future may wit- 
ness a fresh problem caused by the inflow or 
drift back, should the favourable conditions 
across the Channel fail to be maintained. 
One is glad to sec our youth getting em- 
ployment, and they do well to seek it: one 
would be even more pleased to know that all 
who have gone away have been successful in 
getting suitably placed.’’ Mentioning that 
‘“not a few girls have become a cause of 
anxiety,” his Lordship says :—'' The problem 
is there, and, as far as Í can sce, no ready- 
made solution is at hand; but it must be 
faced and cannot be allowed to remain where 
it is. In this connection, may I exhort 
girls, as soon as they have completed their 
primary education, to follow up the 
vocational courses in domestic training which 
are now commonly available, and equip 
themselves efficiently enough to command 
greater respect ?’’

How some old Irish posters relating to 
theatrical events of a past age in Dublin 
got to London and back again to the 
Irish capital is too long a story to tell 
here, EF was shown these theatrical] reliés 
in Dublin some time ago, and find that 
one poster is concerned with the visit of 
Macready in 1820.

That was 
when Dion ~Bouccicault produced ‘‘ The 
Colleen Bawn”’, for the first time in 
Dublin, playing a leading part himself, 
An earlier announcement concerned a per- 
formance due to take place at the Theatre 
Royal in Crowe street in 1801.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir —In your issue of this morning Mr. 
Israel Cohen, the Secretary of the Zionist 
Organisation, traverses some statements made 
by me in a recent broadcast with reference 
to a war-time promise to the Arabs. He 
states that the account which I gave is con- 
trary to the tacts, and that there is no 
foundation for my statement that the pro- 
mises to the Arabs were to a Jarge extent 
broken. As I happen to know something 
of Mr. Cohen s labours for the Jewish com- 
munity, and of the earnest idealism which 
he brings to his task, I hope he will not be 
offended by a temperate re-assertion of my 
original position. 

What is in question is the extent of the 
promise of Arab indepeadence made in 1915 
to the Sharif Hussein of Mecca, acting on 
behalf of the Arabs, by Sir Henry McMahon, 
High Commissioner in Egypt, acting on 
behalf of the British Government, the object 
of the British being to secure Arab co- 
operation against the Ottoman Empire. One 
ot the difficulties is that the British Govern- 
ment has refused to publish the Hussein- 
McMahon correspondence, Mr. Winston 
Churchill stating that publication would 
not be in the public interest i“ Hansard,” 


11th July, 1922, col. 1,034)—in itself a sus- 


yicious circumstance. But 1 assume that 
Mr. Cohen accepts as authentic the relevant 
passages quoted from it by Mr, Philip Graves 
in his ‘*‘ Land of the Three Faiths.”’ (1923). 
These tally with the summary given by Dr. 
Temperley in his ‘‘ History of the Peace 
Conference,” vol. VI., p. 14, and I do not 
think that their accuracy has been questioned. 

As quoted by Mr, Graves, the claim of the 
Sharif, in a letter dated the 14th July, 1915, 
was that the area of independence should be 
bounded as follows :— 

On the north by Mersina-Adana up to 
the 37th degree of latitude, on which degree 
fall Bivejik, Urfa, Mardin, Midiat, Amadia, 
Jezira, as far as the borders of Persie. On 
the east by the frontiers of Persia up to the 
Gulf of Basra. On the south by the Indian 
Ocean, with the exception of the colony of 
Aden, which is excepted from these boun-

Now. anyone who takes the trouble to 
trace these boundaries on a map (as I did 


before I made my statement) will see that - 


claimed was the whole of the 
Arabian peninsula, plus Syria, Palestine (in- 
cluding Transjordan) and Mesopotamia. That 
Palestine was included in the claim is not 
arguable, 

The High Commissioner referred the 
matter to his Government, and his reply, 
dated the 24th October, 1915, was as follows: 

“The districts of Mersina and Alex- 
andretta, and portions of Syria lying to the 
west, of the districts of Damascus, Hama, 
Homs and Aleppo cannot be said to be purely 
Arab, and should be excluded from the pro- 
posed limits and boundaries. 

“ With the above modification, and without 
prejudice to our existing treaties with Arab 
chiefs, we accept those limits and boun- 
daries; atid. with regard to those portions 
of the territories therein, in which Great 
Britain is free to act without detriment: to 
the interests of her ally, France, I am 
empowered in the name of the Government 
of Geeat Britain to give the following assur-. 
ances and make the following reply to your 
letter »— 

“Subject to the above modifications, Great 
Britain ta prepared to recognise and support 
the wmdependence of the Arabs within the 
territories wmeluded in the limits end beun- 
daries proposed by the Sharif of Mecca,” 

These quotations are. from p. 51 of Mr. 
Graves's book. The italics are mine. | 

Your readers will now be able to judge for 
themselves the accuracy of Mr. Cohen’s 
assertion that “the delimitation of those 
territories set forth in Sir Henry’s offer wart 
claded Palestine, which was never mentioned 
jn the correspondence, and there is no evi-

dence that the Arabs at that time understood 
anything different.” Why should Palestine 
have been mentioned when the western boun- 
dary propounded by the Sharif was the Medi- 
terranean, and Damascus (in Syria) is the 
most southerly point mentioned in Sir Henry’s 
first paragraph? As to the Arabs not under- 
standing anything different, why should they 
have raised the matter at all when the de- 
limitation was so plain? 1 do not want to 
indulge my imagination, but it is rather as 
if a Home Rule Act for the whole of Ireland 
had been placed on the Statute Book, as if 
the Irish had fought on the British side on 
the strength of it, and then, when the 
emergeney was.over, because the Orangemen 
could: bring pressure.to bear on the Govern- 
ment and the Nationalists could not, the 
British turned round and said: ‘‘ The Act 
excluded Ulster, which was never expressly 
mentioned.’’ The truth is that the subse- 
quent efforts of Mr. Churchill and others to 
explain away the McMahon promise would 
carry more conviction if it were not for the 
fact that at the very time the promise was 
given the British were negotiating, behind 
the backs of the Arabs, the Sykes-Picot 
Agreement with the French, disposing of the 
Arab territories in a manner incompatible 
with the promise. 

Mr. Cohen mentions that the Emir Feisu] 
signed a Treaty of Friendship with Dr. 
Weizmann, the Zionist leader, in terms clearly 
implying that Palestine was excluded from 
the lands which were to receive independence. 
If he means by this statement that Feisul ad- 
mitted that Palestine was not included in the 
McMahon undertaking, I suggest that such 
is not the case. This Treaty of Friendship, 
which is dated: the 3rd January, 1919, was a 
new departure, the whole of which is 

cverned by the following reservation by 
“eisul :— 

“If the Arabs are established as I 
have asked in my manifesto of January 
4, addressed to the British Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, I will carry out 
what is written in this agreement, If 
changes are made, I cannot be answerable 
for failing to carry out this agreement.” 

(Text in The Times, 10th June, 1936.) 

As the world knows, Feisul did not get his 
way, the Treaty fell through, and the parties 
were put back to their original position. 
Feisul’s view all along was that’ the McMahon 
promise did include Palestine, and he said so 
in an interview with Mr. Churchill at the 
Colonial Office two years later (2th January, 
1921). He accepted the British demurrer, 
but it is hard to see how he could do any- 
thing else (Hansard, llth July, 1929, col. 
10353). : 

It is an open question whether, if two 
such statesmanlike figures as the Emir Feisul 
and Dr. Weizmann had been allowed by the 
cturse of events to co-operate, the promise 
té the Arabs would have been found to be 
compatible with the Balfour Declaration, so 
that there would have been no need to re- 
pudiate the former. As things are, the 
soundest judgment seems to be that of the 
late Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum, who 
was a man with unrivalled knowledge of 
Near Eastern affairs, He wrote the following 
in 1923 * apes Fá 

“Tí the letter of the promises that we 
made through Hussein of Mecca to the 
Arabs can be forced into agreement with 
that of the Balfour Declaration, the'spirit 
in which we preached Nationalisn™to the 
Arabs can not. Our excuse (and it is an 
accusation) must be that the Declaration 
was made under miscenceptions about 
Palestine. It was not realised by our 
Government of 1917 how far it was a 
settled land in occupation of a people 
Arab in tradition and hope, which had 
not been oppressed so greatly by the 
Turks as to welcome liberation at the 
pas of new subjection. If the facts 
vad been known, extremists like Jabot- 
insky and Ussishkin would never 
have been granted opportunity to reise 
the fag of coming domination among a 
poe whose ancestors were on the land 

fore the Normans landed in England.” 

Though these words were written fourtecen 
years ago, everything that has happened 
since seems to me to exemplify their truth.— |

‘‘ves’’ is the lazy man’s way out of the 
difficulty, but when it is considered from an 
analytical point of view one is faced with 
a vefitable host of “‘whys’’ and “ where- 
fores.”’ . 

Let us see how far we can get with it m 
as short a space as possible. 

Music? What does it connote? It is 
generally accepted as falling into two forms 
for the sake of composition and performance: 
‘pure music, and. *‘ programme”’ or “' pit- 
torial.’’ Tn pure music we deal more particu- 
iarly with the form or grammatical aspect 
of the subject, coupled with the technical 
dexterity of workmanship and finish, With 
“programme” or “pictorial” music we deal 
with pure music s applizasion, for the puipose 


of illustrating, by means of sound imitation, 
some everyday phase of life or history. For 
example, when we hear Grieg’s '“ Dawn,’ 
from * Peer Gynt Suite," does the music 
convey the impression of the title or would 
we immediately, on hearing the music for the 
first time and not knowing the title. Jubel 
the theme with a name suggestive of the 
break of day. Perhaps a better illustration 
of Pictorial music is the “1812 of Tschaikow- 
sky. You hear:the trumpet giving out the 
“ Marseillaise,’’ and the drums simulating the 
roar of cannonade, At once—that is, if you 
knew the ‘‘ Marseillaise’’ you might say: 
‘That's a battle scene, and the French have 
something to do with it.” But there would 
not be much else to tell you that it was 
Napoleon's Retreat from Moscow.” 

~. Compare ‘1812’? with a Haydn = string 
quartet or a Beethoven symphony and you 
will find in the former the expression of an 
idea and in the others the idea of an ex- 
pression, which in the latter case is generally 
idiomatic of the composer's technique and 
grammatical outlook. 


Folk Music 


[ have given this somewhat inadequate and 
rather free differentiation between “ pure 
and ‘‘programme’’ varsic to introduce a 
third phase of muzic which is neither one 
nor the other, and yet is essentially of both— 
folk-music. Take any folk-music you know— 
Russian, Welsh, English, or our own Irish 
type—and in each of thes you find a de- 
finite grammatical or idé aatic agent which 
is an expression of a nitional’ psychology, 
either intentional or submerged. 

In the Russian you can make no mistake 
about the intention; in it there are all 
the cruel sufferings of the serfs, 
the terrors of Siberia and the emptiness 
and dreariness of the snow-covered Steppes. 
There is virtually not relief from this utter 
abandenment to misery and despair. It is 
all idiomatic or symptomatic, as you will, 
of the Russian mind, and as such can be 
labelled pure Russian music. But it is more 
than this. It forces the mind to picture the 
long terror of chained columns ‘marching to 
the living death of the Sibetian mines; the 
final Separation from kith and kin on this 
earth. There is hardly any relief, unless it 
be when a love theme is introduced, and even 
then the sublimity of the love expression only 
adds further to the poignancy of despair, and 
leaves us with an uncomfortable ache at heart. 
In this it is “' Pictorial.” 

Similar remarks might be made about Trish 
folk music, except that the more light-hearted 
Celtic temperament sheds a happier spirit 
more often. 


Subsidiary Questions 


This all seems to Wave travelled far from 
the original question, but, in effect, it is only 
a very small part of a wider introdgction. 
[t is sufficient, perhaps, to give some form 
of an answer to ibeldlaey questions. In the 
first place, could a Russian composer produce 
an trish folk tune in the Irish idiom and 
vice verse? Secondly, could a Russian per: 
former instrumental or vocalist—render an 
Irish composition with the same success es 
would one with the Celtic temperament and 
artistic make-up? Now these two questions 
are capable of controversy im answers, and 
Í can only be responsible for my own, which 
are in hoth cases negative. 

In considering the formalism and 
boundaries of “pure music,” however, 1 
would be inclined to believe that it is quite 
possible that musicians of different nationali- 
ties can write so closely to each others’ 
styles as to be almost indistinguishable, and 
that performers can interpret the ‘‘ pure 
music ” of other countries almost as well as 
the natives themselves. There may te in 
such case minor idiosyncrasies, but not of 
such a uature as to alter the character of 
the music. All this is a highly interesting

Perhaps, the most highly interesting to 
| Dublin of the Society’s Chamber music re- 
citals takes place this afternoon and evening 
at Ballsbridge, when the* Culwick Choral 
Society should draw full audiences to the 
Members’ Hall.

A com- 
plete analysis of the programme would be 
impossible in the space at my disposal, but 
there aré a few items of surpassing interest. 
and beauty which must be mentioned, and 
Vaughan Williams is represented by ‘‘ Just 
as the tide was flowing’’ and ‘‘The Turtle 
Dove.” The piece is one of sheer delight 
to both audiences and singers, The same can 
be also said of Bantock’s '“0 Can Ye Sew 
Cushions?” Then, again, there is that mag- 
nificent ' There is an Old Belief,’ by Parry, 
which is, perhaps, the “high light of the 
programme. 

Irish folk music is represented by “ Kitty 
oi Coleraine’’ (arr. Lloyd), ““ Meeting of 
the Waters’’ (arr. Mullinan) and others. 


Then there are several well-known Tudor 
songs by Dowland, Byrd, Morley and 
W eelkes. 

The conductor of this Society, ms is 
known, is Mr. Turner Huggard, from 
whom we are accustomed to expect and 


receive the very best in preparation and per- 
formance of choral work. I have been 
privileged to be present at a rehearsal, ano 
Í was immensely impressed with the choir’s 
work. There is a big bed of rich tone in 
the bass line, not a trace of roughness, but 


full cover over the whole range. In fact, 
the same can be said of all lines. It is an 


unusual thing, but none the less pleasant, to 
find a Dublin choir possessing a tenor line 
of such strength and beauty, - 

It is a great pity that the platform is not 
sufficiently big to accommodate the fuil 
choir at Ballsbridge, so it has been found 
necessary to divide the choir into two parts ; 
but I will make ‘bold to say that half choir 
or full choir will give the limit of artistic 
choral singing. Each member of the Society 
is a musician. Miss Nancie Lord is so well 
known to us that her appearance before a 
Dublin audience is a guarantee of real 
pleasure. 


Irish Musicians’ Who's Who 


Last week I mentioned that Robert Mc- 
Cullagh was taking part in this week’s pro- 
duction by the Athlone Musical Society of 
‘The Yeomen of the Guard.’’ Here are 
some facts about that fine Dublin tenor. He 
first began his musica! training as a chorister 
in St. Ann’s Church, Dublin, and later re- 
turned to it as a gentleman of the choir. 
Shortly after his voice broke he began to 
study singing under Mr. Percy Whitehead 
and became one of that great teacher’s: most 
successful pupils, In 1929 McCullagh won 
the tenor goid meda! at the Feis Ceoil in 
Oublin, and in 1933 he captured the O'Mara 
Cup. He had the extraordinary hard-luck 
record of being runner-up no less than ten 
times in various other cup competitions. He 
joined the Rathmines and Rathgar Society 
in 1927, appearing in ‘‘ Haddon Hall,” and 
later sang the part in that delightful musical 
play, ‘Monsieur Beaucaire,’’ which was made 
famous some years ago by Marion Green in 
London. Among others, some of his leading 
performances were in “‘Iolanthe,’’ “Patience,” 
‘“Yeomen of the Guard” and ‘‘Princess 
1da.” Perhaps his most exacting and success- 
ful role was that of Beamish McCaul in 
Harold White’s opera, “ Shaun the Post.” 
His concert engagements have been many. 
He appeared as soloist on various occasions 
with the Culwick Choral Society, Dublin 
Philharmonic Society, Musical Art Society, 
Dublin University Choral Society. etc. He is to 
appear with the St. Fin -Barr’s Cathedral 
Oratorio Society in their performance of 
Dvorak’s ‘‘Stabat Mater” during the first 
week in March, and at the Culwick Choral 
Society's second concert on 18th March. He 
has also broadcast regularly from Radio 
Athlone, and the B.B.C., Belfast. He is one 
of the gentlemen of the Choir of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral.

Two Methods 


There are two methods of securing a 
reduction of the rates in Belfast and else- 
where in Northern Ireland. One is to 
keep local expenditure within reasonable 
limits, and the other is to endeavour as 
far as possible to secure that State liabili- 
ties will not be transferred to the 
shoulders of the ratepayers. There is a 
tendency in Belfast to blame the Corpora- 
tion for the high rates, forgetting how the 
Government demands have helped the 
increase. There are. revaluation, the 
education levy, reduced granas for dis- 
tressed relief, and, next year. there will 
he demands for substantial contributions 
towards the Government liability for 
‘‘ able-bodied unemployed.’’ There is also 
a substantial contribution to the police 
cost. The Minister of Labour has 
appealed to local authorities for further 
expenditure upon necessary works as 
relief schemes, to which the Ministry will 
give a substantial portion of the cost. 
The local authorities, however, do not 
seem disposed to proceed with further 
relief schemes under the new conditions. 

The Chairman of the Corporation 
Finance Committee, Alderman Duff, is 
putting up a good fight on behalf of the 
ratepayers. On the one hand he wishes 
to reduce the estimates of the spending 
departments, particularly the Improve- 
ment Committee, and, on the other, he 
desires to reduce the Government demands 
on the Corporation, notably in connection 
with the payment of £70,000, or nearly 
7d. in the £, towards the maintenance of 
able-bodied unemployed. Negotiations 
have been opened up on this subject, and 
there is a possibility that the demand on 
the Corporation may be reduced substan- 
tially. If it is not, there does not appear 
to be much hope of a reduction in rates. 


Motor Taxation 


The motoring and business community 
in Northern Ireland is protesting strongly 
against the higher rate of motor taxation 
for private and commercial vehicles which 
is in operation in Northern Ireland com- 
pared with Great Britain, A deputatidn 
from the Belfast Chamber of Trade and 
other interests waited upon the Minister of 
Finance to urge him to lower the motor 
taxation to the British standard in his 
next Budget. A higher taxation of motor 
vehicles in Northern Ireland constitutes 
an added expense and an extra tax upon 
the traders and manufacturers in Northern 
Ireland. While the Minister of Finance 
cannot be expected to anticipate his Budget 
statement and give a favourable reply, it 
is hoped that in the consultations with the 
British Treasury, which take place before 
the Budget is introduced, the reasonable- 
ness of having the same rate of motor taxa- 
tion in both areas will be fully realised.

| Shipbuilding 


The Royal Mail Line have placed an 
order with Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
for a fast mail and passenger vessel for 
the express service from Southampton to 
Brazil and Argentina. This vessel, which 
will cost approximately £2,000,000, will 
have a tonnage of over 25,000, and will be 
a modern passenger type, somewhat similar 
to the Union-Castle vessels Stirling Castle 
and Athlone Castle and the new Capetown 
Castle, at present under construction at 
Belfast. The name of the new vessel, it 
is stated, will be the Andes, and it will 
be required to run alongside the Asturias 
and Alcantara, so that the three vessels 
will provide the same service as four of 
the older and slower vessels on this route. 
The Belfast shipbuilding firm is looking 
forward to further orders for large 
passenger vessels in the near future, and 
the yards are expected to be busy next 
winter. It 1s not anticipated that further 
naval work will be placed until after the 
end of the financial year on the 3lst 
March, but in the new financial year it 
is not improbable that either an aircraft- 
carrier or a cruiser slightly larger than 
H.M.S. Belfast, of the Southampton Class, 
now under construction, will come to the 
Belfast yard. 

There are eight vessels on the slips in 
the yards of Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
at present, in addition to the cruiser 
H.M.S. Belfast, and a third cargo vessel 
for the Lamport and Holt Company will 
be laid down shortly. The largest vessel 
under construction is the new Union- 
Castle mail and qpassenger motor ship 
Capetown Castle, which will be launched 
in the autumn. It is slightly larger than 
the Stirling Castle and Arundel Castle, the 
two ‘‘star’’ vessels of the Union-Castle 
flect. One of the two Union-Castle cargo 
vessels, sister ships to the Rosglin Castle 
(7,100 tons), which are under construction, 
will be launched at Belfast on the 11th 
inst., and will be followed by the. second 
in about a month later. |

Ekaterina’s 
aria from ‘‘ Lady Macbeth,’’ by Shostoko- 
vitch, was a most exacting work, calling for

Full of dramatic appeal. Two songs by Krein, 
the one ‘‘Sad is thy Face,' and the second 
“- Melisselda,’’ in the traditional style, were 
splendidly contrasted, whilst three folk songs, 
with which the group concluded, were 
beautiful in their treatment.

HUBERMAN'S ARTISTRY 


Huberman’s violin playing was on that 
plane which has lifted him to heights to 
which few can hope to reach. His tech- 
nique is impeccable—his vada and finger- 
ing are hewildering, and have long acquired 
that touch that completely disregards tech- 
nical difficulties. - None exists for him. 
Everything he did enthralled his audience 
who were carried away by the beauty of 
tone in the Beethoven Sonata in F Major 
(Op. 24). Nothing could be more beauti- 
ful in tone or treatment than this, except, 
perhaps, the Notturno of Szymanowski, 
where the tone wag indescribably beautiful, 
and the atmosphere almost hypnotic.

Halifax; and it is with the latter, pre- 
sumably, that Herr von Ribbentrop will 
discuss this important problem. There is 
no doubt that the Germans are deter- 
mined to insist on the return if not of all 


their former colonies, at any rate of some 
of them. It is almost equally certain that 
the Powers to whom these territories have 
been given under mandates from the 
League of Nations will refuse to surrender 
them. In this situation there are ex- 
ceedingly dangerous possibilities, and it 1s 
a great pity that conversations should 
begin in London in the absence of the re- 
sponsible Minister. In his recent 
Reichstag speech Herr Hitler announced 
that Germany had no colonial claims 
against countries that had not taken 
colonies from her, but that her claims 
against the other Powers would be raised 
‘ever and again.” He suggested that 
colonies are essential to the Third Reich, 
not only as a source of badly-needed raw 
materials, but also as an outlet for the 
surplus population of “our so densely 
populated country.” By dint of incessant 
propaganda the idea of colonies has 
become almost an obsession with the 
German people. Day after day Dr. 
Goebbels’s department continues to harp 
on the colonial string, depicting the 


robbed the German people of their birth- 
right, and hinting that all Germany's 
economic problems would vanish if only 
her colonies should be restored. Appa- 
rently Herr von Ribbentrop will confine 
his efforts in the first instance to a simple 
request to Lord Halifax, whom he will ask 
to examine and agree on the principle of 
Germany’s colonial claims. He is believed 


to enter into no diplomatic bargain in the 
matter. Germany demands the uncon- 
ditional return of her former possessions, 
and will be content with nothing less. For 
the moment, however, Herr von Ribben- 
trop will present no detailed case to Lord 
Halifax. He merely will invite the 
British Government to take cognisance of 
the fact that the colonial problem has been 
placed in the forefront of Germany’s 
foreign programme; that the German 
people are determined to secure redress 
for the wrong which was inflicted on them 
by the Treaty of Versailles, and that the 
time has come when the issue must be 
faced. 

There has been a vast amount of loose 
talking, and looser thinking, on this 
matter of the German colonies. The 
German contention that, their return would 
solve all Herr Hitler’s problems at home 
and abroad is sheer moonshine; yet there 
is no doubt that the German people 
believe it sincerely. In regard to the 
matter of raw materials, it is an interest- 
ing and significant fact that in the year 
1911 Germany imported raw materials to 
the value of £270,000,000, of which sum 
only £2,100,000 was accounted for by 
Germany’s colonies. On the basis of these 
figures less than 0.8 per cent. of Germany’s 
raw materials came from her own colonies ; 
and there is no reason to believe that the 
ratio would be any greater to-day than it 
was twenty-six years ago.

The Stratosphere 


Last September Squadron-Leader Swain 
piloted an aeroplane to the height of 
49,946 feet, and penetrated into a world 
where nobody had been before him. He 
found great winds at that altitude, and a 


sun so powerful that the metal parts of 


his machine blazed Jike searchlights. The 
greater part of England s sp-ead 
beneath him, and he felt an almost 
intolerable sense of loneliness and 
isolation. Yet his achievement was 
viewed with a certain disappointment by 


the technicians who had spent months on. 


the preparation of his machine, and of 
the oxygen suit in which he was clothed ; 
for they had aimed at a service 
‘ceiling ” of 54,000 feet, and an absolute 
‘ceiling ” in the neighbourhood of 60,000 
feet or more. As it happened, however, 
entire success was not to come at the first 
attempt. Squadron-Leader Swain had 
trouble with his oxygen suit, and vut for 
his quickness might not have come back 
alive. His machine did not appear 
to have sufficient power for its task; but 
vital lessons were learned from the 
attempt. Now the Air Ministry is await- 
ing favourable weather to put those lessons 
to the test. A new aeroplane is ready—a 
huge machine, with a wing spread of 66 
feet, and a new pilot is prepared to risk 
his life. A new oxygen suit has been 
made, and an altitude of between 55,000 
and 60,000 feet is the goal in view. Unlike 
many other record attempts, this one is 
a real adventure—an adventure the out- 
come of which no man alive can predict.

HERR VON RIBBENTROP is to see 


Lord Halifax at the Foreign Office 
to-morrow, and during the week-end 
rumour has been busy suggesting that the 
meeting will witness the first effort on the 
part of Germany to regain her former 
colonies. In. the circumstances Lord 
Halifax cannot be expected to give an 
answer to the German Ambassador, since 
he is merely locum tenens for Mr. Eden, 
but many members of Parliament in hoth 
Houses are highly nervous, because they 
fear that Germany may be encouraged by 
the meeting to press her demands. Rumour 
also says that the British Government 
might be prepared to give consideration to 
Germany’s demand if Germany in return 
would participate in a general settlement 
in Europe. It is on this point that the 
Conservatives are most anxious, and to- 
morrow’s meeting will be watched with the 
deepest interest by supporters of the 
Government who are opposed to the 
surender of the colonies. It has to be 
remembered that no leading Minister has 
yet given an undertaking that the consent 
of this country to surrender the mandates 
it now holds would be refused, and during 
the next few days attempts may be made 
from the Government benches to obtain 
such an undertaking. 


Physical Training Debate 


The House of Commons to-morrow is to 
review the supplementary estimate for the 
Board of Education, when it will be given 
an opportunity for a discussion on the new 
physical training proposals of the Govern- 
ment. Some preliminary expenses must 
be incurred in connection with the scheme, 
and thus members will be able to talk 
about anything connected with the sub- 
ject they may wish, while the Ministers 
responsible will welcome the debate inas- 
much as they hope to gain advice which 
will be useful in putting their plans into 
operation. Mr. Oliver Stanley will speak 
of the proposals so far as they afiect 
England, while Mr. Walter Elliot will 
deal with the Scottish portion of the 
scheme. Speakers from the Opposition 
side of the House will be Mr. Lees Smith 
and Mr. Morgan Jones for Labour, and Sir 
Francis Acland and Mr. Ernest Evans for 
the Liberals. It is expected that they will 
commend the proposals in general terms, 
but I understand that Labour will express 
the view that physical exercises are use- 
less unless they are accompanied by 
proper and adequate nuitrition. 


Reservists and Factories 


On Tuesday in the House of Commons 
Mr. Duff Cooper will move the second 
reading of the Reserve Forces Bill, which 
proposes to alter the period of notice given 
to Reservists on occasions of emergency. 
A first class Reservist, who has given a 
written consent, “will be liable to be called 
up for permanent service at short notice, 
without the necessity of an appeal to 
Parliament on the part of the Govern- 
ment. This will apply during the first 
five years of the Reservist’s service instead 
of during the first twelve months only, as 
under the present law. Sir John Simon 
will have a big task on Thursday when he 
moves the second reading of the Factories 


Bill, a measure of the greatest importance, 


owing to the very wide field it will cover. 
[t is a very long measure, taking up one 
hundred and twenty-seven pages of the 
Order paper, while it is divided into four- 
teen parts, one hundred and _ fifty-two 
clauses and four schedules, it consolidates 
and adds to all the factory regulations 
which have been passed since the former 
Act of 1901. The debate is regarded as so 
important that a second day will be given 
to it probably next week. é 


Air Raids' Damage 


A generation has passed away since the 
Great War and when the German air 
raids on London took place, but it is only 
now that the full story is told of the 
damage inflicted in no fewer than twenty- 
five air attacks on the County of London. 
Five hundred and ninety-four persons 
were killed and seventeen hundred and 
eight injured. The material damage in the 
county was estimated at two million 
pounds, and seven hundred and ninety- 
three buildings were destroyed or serious!y 


damaged ; military objectives were damaged 
on six occasions. Throughout the country 


fifty-seven cases of damage by fire result- 
ing from air attack were recorded. In 
many cases the victims of the attacks 
received no compensation from any source 
for the damage they sustained. [ft is not 


difficult to imagine that as so much 
damage was inflicted in the early days of 
the ‘war in the air what may happen in 
the present time when aeroplanes and 
bombs are so much bigger. 


Sugar Conference 


Considerable importance is attached to 


a conference, to be held in London 
April 5th, to study the better sehaeias- 
tion, production and sale of sugar, held 
under the auspices of the League of 
Nations. The attitude to be taken up by 
the Dominions on the sugar question has 
not yet been determined, and the position 
of Empire producers may be complicated 
by decisions reached at the International 
Conference. Before the international 
meeting is held discussions will take place 
between the British and Dominions 
Governments, with a view to reaching an 
agreement for the securing of favourable 
terms for Dominions Sugar sold in the 
British market. For some time past such 
conversations have been taking place 
and they wil’ receive greater attention 
now that the necessity for reaching agree- 
ment has become urgent.

GIBRALTAR, Sunday. 

The siege of Malaga, the vital Govern 
ment naval base in South-West Spain, 
appears to be imminent. Reports received 
this evening at the insurgent headquarters 
at Algeciras claimed that the troops 
advancing towards Malaga had reached a 
point 14 miles from the city. As this point 
they had made a halt. 

If this report is confirmed the attackers 
have made remarkably rapid progress 
during yesterday and to-day. 

A number of British subjects are 
believed to be still living in Malaga, 
although the majority were evacuated by 
British warships in the early stages of the 
civil war. Those remaining include Sir 
Peter Chalmers Mitchell, the distinguished 
biologist and zoologist. During this after- 
noon it was learned at Algeciras that the 
advancing insurgents had captured Torre- 
molinos, the last important place before 
Malaga. 


INSURGENT FLEET 


Reports from other sources indicate that 
to-day’s rapid advance along the coast 
was due in large part to the co-operation 
of the insurgent fleet. This morning, for 
the first time. the insurgents were able to 
give effective sea support to the land forces. 
The cruisers Canarias and Almirante 
Cervera, which had been brought up from 
Cadiz, appeared at dawn a few miles off 
shore and shelled the coast road approach 
to Malaga, on which the defenders relied 
for transport of supplies and reinforce 
ments. After an intense bombardment the 
road is reported to have been damaged. 
| Meantime the second land force operat- 
| ing from Granada is pressing on Malaga 
from the north They were last reported 
to have captured Colmenar, which lies ten 
miles north-west of the city. 

It is believed that the two armies plan 
to joining up outside Malaga, and make 
a combined attack with the co-operation 
of warships.

ROOT 


FAMOUS AMERICAN 
JURIST

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

R. ELIHU ROOT, America’s 


‘‘ elder statesmar,’’ and one 
of the organisers of the World Court, 
died here early this morning after a 
Serious illness of several days. He 
would have been 92 years old on 
February 15th. : 

One of the leading minds of the 
world, and of international reputa- 
tion as an advocate and organiser of 
international court procedure as a 
substitute for war, Mr. Root. par- 
ticularly in his later years, worked 
unceasingly for the adherence of the 
United States to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice at the 
Hague. : 

When he was 84 years old President 
Coolidge sent him to Geneva to act with 
the leading jurists of other nations in 
revising the Statutes of the Court so as 
to meet reservations adopted several years 
before by the United States Senate. The 
result was the Root-Hurst formula, the 
co-author being Sir Cecil Hurst, of Great 
Britain. 


ROOT-HURST FORMULA 


That formula, promptly accepted by 
other signatories but long debated in the 
American Senate, gave the United States 
the right to withdraw from the Court 
‘without any imputations of unfriendli- 
ness or unwillingness to co-operate 
generally for peace and good-will.” It was 
the reservation of a virtual American veto 
on requests for advisory opinions which 
formed the chief barrier to American 
adhesion to the Court. The. Root-Hurst 
formula broke down European resistance ‘ 
to this reservation, but the opponents of 
the World Court idea in America argued 
that the withdrawal clause nullified the 
veto power. i 
Prior to helping to organise the World 
Court Mr. Root had been a member of 
the International Commission of Jurists, 
which, upon the invitation of the League 
of Nations Council, had reported on the

GENIUS FOR DIPLOMACY 


On the other side of the world critical 
circumstances in the Pacific and the Japa- 
nese immigration problem called for the 
exercise of his genius for diplomacy. The 
Root-Takahira pact resulted. 

With the World War came a new duty 
under a democratic Administration, when 
President Wilson made him head. of 
a special diplomatic mission to the 
ephemeral Kerensky régime in Russia. 

In 1921 President Harding named him 
as one of the American delegates to the 
Washington Arms Conference. There he 
led the fight against the use of poison 
gases and the right of submarines to 
uttack merchant vessels without warning. 
He engaged in the legal fight against the 
Volstead Act, arguing, albeit unsuccess- 
fully, in the Supreme Court against the 
constitutionality of that law.

His speech was not punctuated 
with that nervous coughing which 
was noticeable on the last occasion. 
Speaking in Latin, His Holiness said : —

ourselves to you who are celebrating the 
thirty-third International Eucharistic 
Congress, it is none the less a pleasure 
to speak to you now with the paterna! 
accent of our own voice. 
“ First of all, we warmly congratulate 
you on the fact that you have, with great 
solemnity and with fervent piety, pre 
pared a triumph for Jesus Christ, the 
universal King, veiled in the Eucharist— 
a triumph we say which, because it 
emanates from souls on fire with lively 
love for Our Divine Redeemer, is to be 
considered not as fitful or passing, but 
rather as something which is a profound 
som EO oi unto the virtue in the lives of 
each of you . 


THE MISSIONS 


“ Among the abundant truths of salva- 
tion which we anticipate from your 
Congress and for which we pray, there is 
one hope of which we will make mention, 
the one which your session has particularly 
in view—it is our hope that from a more 
ardent love for Our Lord in the most Holy 
Sacrament of the altar, and from more 
frequent communion with Him, there may 
come a daily increase of devotion to the 
missions and of enterprise for the pro- 
motion of missionary activity. 

‘For it is from that very source that 
light is given to our minds, ardour to our 
souls, and supernal fecundity to our 
labours and good work.

the Rev. P. O’Mara, S.J., at the second 
annual general meeting of the Waterford 
Pioneer ‘Total Abstinence Association, in 
Waterford Town Hall to-night. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Kinane, Bishop of 
Waterford and Lismore, who presided, asked 
if it were true that drunkenness and over- 
indulgence in alcoholit drink no longer con- 
stituted a public danger. Drunkenness, his 
lordship said, did not obtrude itself on the 
public gaze so often, but, nevertheless, the 
peace, comfort and happiness of many families 
were being destroyed by over-indulgence in 
alcoholic Sink. A recent experience of his 
own brought home to him this fact in a very 
unpleasant way. When iam. to Mid- 
night Mass on Christmas Eve it was only with 
difficulty that his car could pass through the 
streets on account of drunken, or semi- 
drunken, men who were swaying about. 

The Rev. J. O’Mara said that breweries 


and distilleries might be badly scotched, but 


it must be remembered that, according to 
Mr. George Bailey Wilson, who gave evi- 
dence at the English Licensing Commission, 


the original Guinness ordinary stock of five 


million pounds stood at forty millions in 
April, 1930. 

Most social evils began on the top, and 
down through the masses. The 
girls were drinking, and by 
degrees, girls of the humbhsr class were 
following their example. While that state 
of things existed it was foolish to say that 
drink wag a thing of the past. 

It made one sick, he said, to see decency 
and self-respect crumbling under the bale- 
ful influence of our times, 

Please God, the time would come when 
the black shadow-of the drunken master 
would no longer threaten Lrish homes, but 
the need of the Pioneer Association would 
even then be felt.

CANADA AND THE 
INDIAN 


TRAINING IN THE 
HUNTING AREAS 


- 


Much has already been done hy Canada to 
improve the lot of the Indians who are her 
wards, but under the direction of the new 
Department of Mines and Resources plans 
are’ being made to carry out a still more 
comprehensive scheme of training to enable 
them to earn their own living by means for 
which they have a natural bent. 

As farmers many Indians have done well, 
but all cannot be farmers. Many are engaged 
In sea-coast fishing or in a Fá trans- 
20ortation, construction and other pursuits, 
ut with the majority of the Indians living 
away from populated areas and many of them 
in the northern parts of the provinces or 
im the North-west territories and Yukon 
territory, it is not feasible to train all of 
them for farming or for highly industrialised 
occupations. 

_In the areas in which many of the Indians 
live the fur trade—Canada’s oldest and still 
one of its large industries, has its main pro- 
ducing field. Thousands of operatives are 
required to carry on this industry, and the 
Indians by heredity, inclination, and training 
are skilled workmen,

APPEAL FOR ST. MARY 
MAGDALEN’S ASYLUM 


- 


Preaching in aid of the St. Mary 
Magdalen's Asylum, Donnybrook, in the 
Sacred Heart Church, Donnybrook, yesterday, 
the Very Rev. Father Laurence, 0.D.C., 
Prior, St. Teresa's, Clarendon street, said 
that the holy Church, ever loyal to the 
mission entrusted to her by her Divine 
Founder, not only sent forth her missionaries 


to convert sinners through the preaching of. 


the Gospel, and to cleanse them from the 
leprosy of sin through: the Sacrament 
of Penance, but she . even’ founded 
asylums where the more unfortunate of her 
children might be nursed back to perfect 
spiritual vigour, and might be sheltered 
against the dangers of relapse. 

There was one of these institutions in their 
midst, under the care of the Irish Sisters of 
Charity, on whose behalf he appealed to their 
generosity for financial support, in order that 
those nuns might continue their Christ-like 
work. In this institution there were over 
one hundred wayward women, many of whom 
had been more sinned against than sinning. 
Others, in the days of their childhood, had 
the misfortune to be thrown among evil com- 
panions who led them from bad to worse, 


until indulgence in vice became their second 


nature. 

These poor women, accustomed in the past 
to follow their own whims. could sometimes 
only with the greatest difficulty be trained 
in the practice of self-discipline. What 
heroic patience, Christ-like sweetness and un- 
bounded charity were exercised by the nuns 
on such occasions in order to help those poor 
couls in their struggles against violent 
temptation and to persuade them to remain 
in the institution! 

The Sisters of Charity attached to the 
institution had given up all they held dear in 
the worl i to follow in the footstens of Christ, 
and to co-operate with the ministers of the 
Church in the salvation of souls. Needless 
to sav, an institution of that kind, unaided 
by State endowment, was absolutely de- 
pendent on voluntary contributions to carry 
on its good work. The inmates had to be fed, 
clothed and specially cared for in sickness 
and old age, How sad it would he if, 
through tack of funds, the Sisters were forced 
either to reduce the number of their peni- 
tents or to refuse admission to some poor 
sinner, touched hy grace, and seeking its 
shelter. It was for the laity to co-operate 
with those consecrated to God by supplying 
the necessary financial support to carry on 
their mission of love and mercy.

HE output of records from the newly- 
ia established factory at Waterford is 
steadily increasing, and there is now 
available quite a representative list of discs 
of a popular nature. A feature in the new 
roduction is the appearance of a number of 
irish artistes,’ who are steadily building big 
reputations as entertainers. 
For instance, there is a splendid record by 
the young Dublin tenor, Hubert Valentine. 
His tenor voice is heard in all its appealing 


beauty in two old-time ballads— 
Clutsam’s ‘‘Myrrah” (“I know of two 
bright eyes’), and Sandersons ° As 3 
sit here,’’ both cf which were 


so frequently heard from Count John Mc- 
Cormack. ‘The similarity in interpretation 
and voice is very marked, Thornton and 
Earls, who are so popular as entertainers, 
have made a capital record of ‘* Mollie 
Brannigan’’ (Stanford) and '“ Eileen Oge” 
(Percy French), and one looks forward to 
other records from this entertaining pair. 

They are recorded on Regai Zonophone at 
popular prices. 

Other Irish singers in the last month's 
output are:—Jack Daly, singing '' Did your 
mother come from Ireland?’’ and “ As. Irish 
as can be,” with orchestral accompaniment ; 
John McGettigan and His Irish Minstrels in 
entertaining recording of “The Hills of 
Glenswilly”” and ‘The little three leaf 
Shamrock from Glenore”’ and Seumas 
O'Doherty in “My heart’s in Ireland still” 
and “ Let me carry your cross for Ireland.’’ 

That fine baritone Peter Dawson, who is so 
popular with Irish audiences, is heard in 
“Phil the Fluter’s Ball” (Percy French) 
and ' With My Shillelagh under My Arm ” 
(O’Brien and Wallace), both of which are 
sung in his most breezy style.

Users of the gramophone have always 
found interest in deciding on just the right 
type of needle to get the best results, and for 
that reason they will be interested in the 
new high fidelity needle which is offered. 
Sold in packets of ter, this needle has the 
merit that it is specially drawn and prepared 
to stand up to a long playing test, and once 
inserted it need not be moved until a number 
of records have been played. It does not 
detract in any way from the reproduction, 
but brings out splendidly inner tones, and 
does not appear to have any injurious effect 
on the disc even after being used.on half a 
dozen records, 

Anything that lessens the ‘‘fag” in play- 
ing the gramophone that the . constant 
changing of needles proves to be should make 
for greater popularity of the instrument, 
and, no doubt, there will be a demand for 
these new needles. They are certainly worth 
a trial, and, as they seem to be suitable for 
almost all types of record, they should prove 
very popular.

CONTROL OF THE SPORT 
IN NORTHERN IRELAND 


PARIS, Saturday. 


The British view-point in the dispute over 
the control of cycling in Northern Ireland 
was preferred to that of the Irish Free State 
at to-day’s meeting of the International 
Cycling Union here. 

It was decided that as Northern Ireland 
was politically a part of Great Britain the 
sport there should be controlled by Great 
sritain, though the Free State had main- 
tained that control ought to be an All-Ireland 
matter. 

For some time now the question has been 
a bone of contention between the Free State 
and Great Britain. 14 was stated that two 
years ago the Irish delegate had promised 
that’ the. Free State would not intefere in 
Ulster cycling, but the undertaking had not 
been observed faithfully. Free State meet- 
ings had been held on the border, and there 
had been other interference, with the object 
of bringing all Ireland under the egis of the 
Free State. ” 
Since then cyclists in the National Cycling 
and Athletic Association had broken away 
from the athletic section and had tried to 
ps admission to the International Cycling 
Jnion, with the object of raising the All- 
Ireland proposal as a separate body and 
resigning if their proposal was not accepted,

Boxing in Trinity is on quite a high level 
at present, and they once more proved their 
superiority over the United Hospitals and 
the various Hritish universities-——excepting 
Oxford and Cambridge—by winning five or 
the eight weights in the universities cham- 
pionships at Portobello Barvacks on Saturday 
night. ‘They have now won the trophy pre- 
sented by the late Sir Harry Preston seven 
times in the last ten years, and, taking full 
revenge for the defeat inflicted by the United 
Hospitals last year, they seldom gained first 
place so easily. 

Good coaching, which gave them a better 
knowledge of the game than the majority of 
their opponents, as well as a high standard 
of fitness, were responsible for ‘Trimity s suc- 
cess. Stafford, of couse, has international 
experience, and after having considerable 
difticulty in disposing of the bantam-weight 
title holder, Rustomji, who absorbed punish- 
ment easily, Stafford’s heavy punching proved 
too much for the further opposition, and he 
got a walk-over in the final. ; 

Graham was another impressive winner, 
here again heavy and accurate punching 
telling 1is tale of quick victories. Both Stat- 
ford and Graham have been prominent figures 
in university boxing for some time now, but 
a new fly-weight, Stewart, showed most pro- 
mising form, using the ring cleverly, timing 
his blows accurately, and revealing surprising 
coolness. He had two hard fights, against 
Lewis and McSweeney, but well deserved his 
success. Craigie and Dennehy captured the 
welter and middle divisions, but their bouts 
were not particularly exciting, the standard 
in both those weights being rather moderate. 

There was a surprise in the heavy-weight 
division, Luntz, the holder, a clever and fast 
hitter at long range, losing in the final to 
Muller, of the Hospitals, whose determma- 
tion.to get to close quarters, and whose hard 
body punching when he did get there, giving 
him a narrow margin on points.
